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Amendments To The Claims

Listing of Claims : 

12. (Previously Presented) A method for lowering serum cholesterol in 
himians comprising administering to a hmnan the combination of an essentially non- 
absorbable very high molecular weight sulfated polysaccharide having less than about 5.0 
wt, percent of sulfated polysaccharides having a molecular weight less than 75,000 
Daltons and containing less than 0.5 weight percent of inorganic sulfate and a second 
compound that reduces serum cholesterol levels wherein the high molecular weight 
sulfated polysaccharide is prepared bv sulfating a very high molecular weijght 
polysaccharide wdth a sulfur containing compound at a temperature less than about 20° C . 

13. (Original ) The method of claim 12 wherein the second compound is at 
least one cholesterol synthesis blocker. 

14. (Original ) The method of claim 13 wherein the cholesterol synthesis 
blocker is lovastatin. 

15. (Original ) The method of claim 12 wherein the second compound is an 
inhibitor of ACAT. 

16. (Original ) The method of claim 12 wherein the sulfated polysaccharide is 
sulfated cellulose. 
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1 7. (Previously Presented) A method for lowering serum cholesterol in 
humans comprising administering to a human the combination of an essentially non- 
absorbable very high molecular weight sulfated cellulose having less than about 5.0 wt. 
percent of sulfated cellulose having a molecular weight less than 75,000 Daltons and 
containing less than 0.5 weight percent of inorganic sulfate and lovastati n wherein the 
hiRh molecular weight sulfated polysaccharide is prepared by sulfating a very high 
molecular weight polysaccharide with a sulfur containing compoimd at a temperature less 
than about 20^^ C. 
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
